Charleston. S. February 23. — The mooting at 
I'uliuciio Park will enter its second half this week 
and a little more than a month remains before the 
horsemen will tie packing tip and moving north, 
'the stables raring here will he pretty well divided 
between Kentiteky and Virginia. A great many 
have derided to eampnign their strings at Louisville 
and 1 ..-I Ionia, being attraeled there by mason of the 
rich purses that will he offered at the Kentucky 
tracks this season. 

Several of the hig stable* front Kentucky that 
are racing here Ibis winter have not been sending 
their best horses to the post, preferring to reserve 
them for the summer's campaign. This is particu- 
larly title in regard to what look like promising 
t wo year-olds. "Bub" May is said to have a couple 
in his burn that have shown their trainer enough to 
warrant the belief that they have real merit. Mr. 
May is a past master in the developing of two-year- 
olds and lie certainly has some good looking material 
here to work with. Then. too. there is some promis- 
ing Kentucky Derby material at Palmetto Park and. 
despite all the big things that the admirers of 
Hawthorne are claiming for the son of Hastings, 
their enthusiasm of the Hawthorn following seem- 
ingly has not dampened t he ardor of the owners 
of other three y ear olds, as several have already 
announced tlielr intention of sending a starter to 
the |iost for this historic race. 

X. IS. ltavis considers Nash Cash possessed of 
enough quality to warrant trying for the Kentucky 
Derby. Last' fall at Norfolk, when buyers from 
Canada came down to pick tip some good two-year- 
olds. Mr. Davis decided to part with Rostiirtinin 
in preference p, letting Nash Cash go. despite the 

» laci that the general opinion among race-goers was 
fhat lto>i m t iuio was the better race horse of the 
i w o Vn*h Cash, however, had shown his people 
something in private of which the public had o7> 
knowledge. Mr. Davis is already looking around for 
a capable lad to title Nash Cash in tiie Kentucky 
Derby ami an effort will be made to secure either 
Mtisgrave or HiitwcU. 

Amos Turney, who is here from Benning. an- 
nounces tiis intention of sending Klehurne to the 
post for the Kentucky Derby. This is the colt that 
showed such good form at i.alonia last fall. He is 
considered by his trainer one of the fastest horses 
he ever saddled and when one stops to consider 
sciine of the great horses that have sported the 
Turney colors in the past, this assertion means 
much. At all events, Klehurne has come out of 
winter quarters in grand condition and is taking to 
Ids work kindly, lie will receive his preparation 
for the Derby over the Benning track, which is 
pat ticulurly well adapted for early training. Clar- 
ence Turner, the regular stable jockey, will have the 
mount on Klehurne in his most important engage 
iiicnl of the year. 

Probably the most enthusiast ie horseman here in 
ream'd t<< his Derby chances is Francis .1. Pons. The 
latter has in Judge Wright a splendid racing pros- 
pect and. provided all g'tes well with ids prepara- 
tion, Judge Wright is likely to prove u dangerous 
factor. He was a fast colt last season and did 
everything asked of hitu. In his last race, which 
was at Fori Erie, and a winning one. the colt was 
sick. Despite this he showed good speed, but when 
he weakened a hit at the end his people were dis- 
appointed. It was found the next day that the colt 
was -uffering with fever and this explained his 
quitting in the final furlong. Fortunately. Judge 
Wright has not since Ins it hurried. He was given 
a good long res; and his present trainer. James Mc- 
Cormack. is going along slowly with him. Ids idea 
being pot lo tighten him tip until along about 
the time for the running of the Palmetto Derby. 
There are Hire, or lour oilier prospective Kentucky 
Derby candidates here, hut the three mentioned arc 
the most promising. 

Mud racing was mostly the order here the past 
week, wet weather prevailing most of the time. 
The changed going did not materially affect spec- 
ulation. for the regulars were out in force ami 
they made it more than interesting for the layers. 

I p to dale there is said to tie little difference be- 
tween the public and the layers, though, if expenses 
he taken into account, the public has a deficit. 
pr< -peers for tint ring being opened are no brighter, 
the scarcity of layers here being loo marked. There 
is ample money in the ring and the hig operators 
find little difficulty in getting their money on. 
Wagers of SI.Ooo are frequent. "Nick the Greek" 
is still tip- belting sensation in the ring and his 
failure to pick the tight ones lias causer! Idm a loss 
of nearly $2 o,<mmi. The layers here have not profited 
to sindi an extent on Ids operations, as most of Ids 
big commissions have been placed in handbooks 
throughout the country. 

The lasr few days has witnessed renewed ac- 
tivity on the part of the selling race bidders. The 
supposition that there may bo a renewal of New 
York racing has inoculated most of the owners here 
with the idea that horses are worth 5o per cent, 
more than they were before the decision of the Ap- 
pellate Court in the Paul Shane rase. The result 
Is that practically every winner of a selling race 
is closely scrutinized when pit' up for sale and if the 
. niered price is deemed low. his owner is forced to 
stand a raise to retain him. 

While most of those here are sanguine that ih 
New York courses will give at least limited race 
meetings ltd- season, there are some skeptics who 
incline to the belief that excepting for short hunt 
.•Inti meetings at Piping Rock and elsewhere, and 
possibly a meeting at Saratoga, there will tie 
ip. attempt to race this season. They base their 
belief on advices from New York. stip|<osedly front 
a wise source. Many of the easterners here itn 
making arrangements for an invasion of Kentucky, 
where purses will range from $(500 upward, in addi- 
tion to munificent stake offerings. 

G. W. 'Whitey i I.angdon. acting presumably 
for Dr. J. W. Me-servy. a local sportsman, tried to 
purchase Republican for $3,500 before that horse's 
victory in the lieorge Washington Handicap yester- 
day. hut was nnsiteeessful. Mr. I.angdon is gather- 
ing a formidable band of racers and has made teinpt- 
_ Lu g offers for likely racers that have been shown 
Were.

R. F. Carman Is Ordered to Remove His Big String 
of Horses from the Course Because of Critic, 
isms — Changes in Stewards' Stand. 



El Paso, Tex.. February 23. — Little Bit. W. n. 
Fitter's diminutive two-year-old, captured the Mexi- 
can Selling Stakes at Juarez this afternoon and 
clearly demonstrated that what she may lack in 
size she makes up in gameness. The little filly was 
outrun for t he lir-r three-eighths of the journey and 
when she started to make her real bid, Edith W.. 
Manganese and Gladys Y. were racing head and 
head in the van. Gladys Y. bore out some and Hal- 
sey applied his whip to Little Bit. which came gal- 
lantly along and heat the tiring Kdith W. by si 
nose. 

Irish Gentleman accounted for the handicap at 
seven-eighths of a mile, which seems to he the 
distance that he prefers. He hud been badly beaten 
in his previous start at five and one-half furlongs, 
which is apparently too short a route for him. He 
did not meet with the best of racing luck in his 
previous start, hut today lie dashed to the front in 
i he stretch and held his opposition safe thereafter. 

R F. Carman was today ordered to vacate his 
stalls at the Juarez track by the hoard of directors, 
composed of J. G. Fol fans bee, James Butler. M. J. 
Winn and W. H. Fenehler. it being alleged that he 
had repeatedly made himself objectionable by un- 
warranted criticism and complaint. Mr. Carman has 
had similar experiences at other race tracks. He 
probably will ship his stable to Norfolk. 

Presiding Steward Charles F. Price has changed 
his plans on the advice of his physician. He will 
leave next Tuesday for Mineral Springs, Texas, and 
take the water there for a few weeks in the ho|>c 
that it will cure his stomach ailment. He will then 
proceed by degrees to Florida and thence to Louis- 
ville, hut he will not do any active work until 
spring racing opens at Churchill Downs.

The plans call for the erection of a new grandstand 
on wltat was formerly the hackstreteh. which rtms 
parallel with the Gulf of Mexico. This will throw the 
sun on the hack of the stand and make that struc- 
ture much more coin fort able than the old stand, which 
was exposed to Hie sun’s lays all afternoon. The 
track itself will be widened, new stables built, the 
gullets in the infield filled, and a handsome and com- 
modious clubhouse erected. Spurs will lie built from 
the main trolley line to the rear of the grandstand. 
This means that only a quarter of a mile of track 
will have to he laid.
